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BRITISH TAKE THOUSANDS OF PRISONER 


CRUSH GERMAN ARMY 
ON BATTLE FRONT OF 
TWENTY THREE MILES 


Successes of Armies Under Generals Byng 
and Rawlings Has Been One of Most Dis 
astrous Days Ever Experienced By Huns 
—Bringing Up Reserves By Enemy Fai 
to Stop Rushing British. 


WITH TH E BRITISH ARMY IN FRANCE, Aug. 2 3 . - 
By the Associated Press.— Victorious on a battle front of 
twenty-three miles extending from the Cojeul river on the 
north across the Ancre and Somme rivers almost to Lihons, 
the third and fourth British armies under Generals Byng 
and Rawlinson at mid-afternoon w ere vigorously following 
up their successes of today, which apparently has been one 
of the most disastrous days ever experienced by the Ger­ 
mans. 
The enemy has lost w ide stretches of ground, numerous 
towns, thousands of men made prisoner and large quanti­ 
ties of materials and guns. 
He also again has had heavy 
casualties. 
Crown Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria, the German com­ 
mander, has thrown his men in before the advancing Brit­ 
ish armies in an effort to stave off the inevitable, but only 
to have them mowed dow n again and again by storms of 
metal w h i c h poured from the British guns. 
One entire 
enemy battalion w as annihilated during the lighting. Dead 
Germans in great numbers scattered everywhere over the 
battlefield. 
A s an example, 400 enemy dead were ob­ 
served this morning on one small piece of ground over 
which the battle had swept. 
British Casualties a re Light 
With this fierce fighting and notwithstanding the fact 
that the British in many places have fought over open 
ground against an enemy protected in “pot” holes and 
strong points of other kinds, the British losses everywhere 
seem to have been extraordinarily light. 
This probably is 
due to the confusion the Germans find reigning behind 
their lines as they are fighting a losing battle whi<h for 
them hourly grows more disastrous. 
Crown Prince Rupprecht today had strengthened his 
line at many places but this instead of stopping the Brit­ 
ish, simply meant that the Germans suffered bigger losses. 
During the night and this morning the front upon which 
the battle was being fought yesterday was widened appre­ 
ciably both to the north and the south, while the ground in

WAR SUMMARY 


News of Activities On Various 
B attle Fronts In Summarised 
Form By Associated Press. 


Over the fifty mile battle front 
from Arras to north of Soissons 
the German armies are meeting 
with defeats 
which apparently 
jpell disaster,' Everywhere Brit­ 
ish and French forces have con­ 
tinued on the attack and the ene­ 
my has been worsted. 
The British over thirty miles 
of the fighting 
zone' from the 
Cojeul river southeast of Arras to 
Lihons south of the Somme have 
taken many towns and en em y ter­ 
ritory has been penetrated several 
miles. 
The French are fighting 
aet ween the Matz river and the 
territory north of Soissons, have 
made goodly gains in the envelop­ 
ment of Noyon and the general 
maneuver w hich seeks to crush or 
drlvo out the Germans between 
the Somme and the Ailette and 
to put into jeopardy the entire 
German line running to Rheims.

Men in th a t army in a d ­ 
dition to carrying rifles and s o m e 
other eqqipment, w ere burdened 
with 60 pounds of luggage, yet 
on one day they m a rc h 32 miles. 
When the American newspaper

worn t h a t they tram p ed m echan­ 
ically, 
They had glazed eyes a n d 
many of them moved with p a r c h ­ 
ed and swollen tongues

Speaking at the Rotary club 
luncheon yesterday, Dr. S. S. Win­ 
ner reviewed the typhoid fever sit­ 
uation in Jacksonville and what 
could be done to improve condi­ 
tions. 
Dr. W inner has been in 
lacksonville for the 
past week 
making an investigation and 
it 
has been of a thoro kind. 
lie has 
taken up each case which is now 
'n existence or which has occur­ 
red within recent weeks, and has 
traced the history of all. 
In his 
statement yesterday Dr. Winner 
declared th at as a result of these 
findings it can he said that about 
75 per cent of the cases in J a c k ­ 
sonville can be attributed to one 
well from which persons taking 
the disease have 
been infected. 
Dr. W inner was introduced to the 
Rotary by President H. M. Capps. 
Irvin S. Cobb, au th o r and lec­ 
turer, was also to have met with 
’he club 'but did not arrive in 
’he city until 
1:20 an was so 
travel worn that he could not a t ­ 
tend. 
Dr. W inner impressed his 
hearers not as a man who wanted 
to m a k e sensational charges but 
rather as one who had made a 
fhoro investigation and reached 
definite conclusions.

Winner laid 
emphasis 
on the 
thought that it is inexcusable for 
a city to permit typhoid condi­ 
tions, since these conditions arise 
from carelessness 
or imperfect 
Jan Rat \ i . 
Fundam ental Conditions Bad. 
Speaking further, Dr. Winner 
laid: “ After a thoro investigation 
i t the typhoid situation in this 
dty, I find that, unsanitary fun- 
la m en tal conditions are respon­ 
sible for the 
present outbreak. 
The lack of pure city filtered wat- 
jr is the cause of the epidemic, 
t thoroly investigated milk con­ 
ditions in this city and do not 
believe th at any typhoid can be 
ittributed to th at source. 
“ People of 
Jacksonville 
f a r e 
the d a n g e r of a wide spread ty­ 
phoid epidemic unless these con- 
iitions can he radically changed. 
Mean wh Pe I wish to impress upon 
he public the importance of safe­ 
guarding the health and life of in 
iividuals by adopting the follow­ 
ing rules: 
“ Do not visit typhoid patients. 
“ Boil your drinking water for 
IO minutes. 
Boil or pastuerize 
your milk. 
“ Vaccinate against typhoid f**v- 
er. 
“ E x te rm in ate the fly by sr reefi­ 
ng your houses and privies and 
■lear up all garbage, which is tho 
breeding place of flies. 
“ Do not eat uncooked food or 
vegetables.
